During the search of the property over forty "ROOSTERS” were found secured in a built up 
coop and from observation they had what appears to be cuts and missing body parts. Doctor 
Kai\yuira^ikonyo(vetermdfydfftcerTi^as requested TO'ff\e^^ 

check on these "ROOSTERS” he declared the missing body parts and other injuries were caused 
by s ome act of cr uej i^by the suspec t. _ 

Further searches were made and a large quantity of artificial spurs used for Cock fighting w as 
recovered as also prohibited biomedical drugs. Other implements which suggest the use for 
COCK FIGHTING were also seized. 

Over seventy other fowls to include Roosters and young chickens were recovered and oH handed 
over to DOAfoFsafe custody^ ——^ “ 


Suspect was arrested and bail to return on 04-APR-2018 & 2pm. 

The police will be looking at other offences one being PROCEEDS OF CRIME. 

As the investigation continues you will be kept updated. 

Again: it was a great job which was executed professionally and this ended injury free.

On Wednesday 06-June-2018 a joint operation was carried between the George Town Neighborhood Police Unit and 
officers from th e (DQA)Animal Welfer e & Control Unit. The search commenced at 11:40am and was done under the 
Animal Law at George Town. This search concluded at 1:40pm 


During the search of the property over th irty "ROOSTERS " Individually housed, from observation some had no access to 
food and water. Most birds had their combs and wattles removed and bodies shaved. A fighting pit was also observed 
on the location with one(l} chicken in It. ' 

Veterinary Officer Dr. Larry Caven was summons to the location who was accompanied by Mr. Clint Myrie and after 
conducting an on-site examination on these "ROOSTERS" It was declared the removal of combs and wattles were caused 
by act of cruelty.(the owner admitted to the removal of the combs and watties).'"~"--—-'' 

Further search of the premises were made and a quantity of artificial spurs used to maximize injury during a COCK FIGHT 
were recovered along with several medicines that should only'^eaHMIniSt^rrd'by a Vet'S'hB other implements which 
suggest the use for COCK FIGHTING were also seized. 


Investigators further discovered an Incubator and a large amount of hatched shells on the property. This clearly suggest 
the farming of these fighting chickens. Most chickens not all were recovered and removed by DOA personnel. 

A national has been arrested for Cruelty to Animals under the animals Law. The arrested person {owner)sIgned 
the animals over to the DoA for destruction. 


The RCIPS will be leading this investigation with expert assistance from DoA staff. 

This operation was executed professionally between agencies and ended without injury.

The search 
commenced at 1:55 pm and was done under the Animal Law This search concluded at

During the search of the property Six(6) "ROOST ERS" individually housed, and from observation all had no access to 
food and water several appeared to be suffering from recent trauma consistent with fighting ventures, Most birds had 
their combs and wattles removed. Officers confiscated a total of 6 roosters and implements used for cock fighting
